MINUTES

CALL TO ORDER

Randy Spears Case No. 1256

Mr. Montgomery advised the Commission that Mr. Spears is charged with 8 violations. Mr. Spears
has stipulated to pay a fine of $800 and to pay the delinquent payment fees owed after Agency audit.
Motion: Mr. Kunst made a motion to accept the stipulation. This motion was seconded by Mr. Parker
and passed unanimously.
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Joseph Gaddis, Case No. 1263

Mr. Montgomery advised the Commission that Mr. Gaddis is charged with 1 violation. Mr. Gaddis
has stipulated to a fine of $2500, with $1500 suspended and probation for 2 years. The payable fine of
$1000 will be paid in 12 monthly installments of $83.33 per month beginning on March 5, 2009. The
probation is that he shall not violate any Structural Pest Control Law or and Rules and Regulations and
to timely pay unsuspended monetary penalty.

This motion was seconded by Mr. Kunst
and passed unanimously.
